In The Claims: 

In claim 25, line 1, delete "24" and insert -23-. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record taken alone and in combination does not disclose "an acoustic sensor 
comprising at least one resonant element; a driver comprising an electrical coupling 
means and an electromagnetic field source, arranged such that, in use, the electrical 
coupling means transfers current to the electromagnetic field source which produces an 
electromagnetic field that wirelessly drives the at least one resonant element, with 
matching resonances of the electromagnetic field source with matching resonances of 
the electromagnetic field source and the at least one resonance element, to produce 
acoustic waves directed to a predetermined part of a test sample, said electrical 
coupling means comprising a multiply resonant coaxial transmission line, an 
electromagnetic detector and an electrical circuit connected to the driver and 
electromagnetic detector, the circuit arranged, in use, to provide the current and to 
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detect, in combination witli tlie electromagnetic detector, tlie acoustic spectrum 
received by the electromagnetic detector" as recited in claim 1 .
